2. 4. Who have died this year ? 

A. I. WILLIAM TROursOx, in the ſixty- third 
year of his age. He was an Itinerant Preacher for 
above forty years, being very young, when he began to 
travel. The Conference ſhewed in what light they 
viewed him, by chooſing him for their firſt Preſident 
after the death of the Rev. John Weſley. He ſuffered 
extreme pain in his laſt illneſs, which he bore with 
great patience and with entire reſignation to the Di- 
vine will, and cloſed his uſeful life happy in God. 

2. JOHN MukRLtin, He entered on the Itinerant 
life in 1754, and faithfully laboured in that capacity 
till 1787, when, through heavy affliction, he was 
obliged to become local. He was a prunitive Metho- 


diſt, a man of great integrity, fincerity, and ſimplicity; 


and was in general ſo deeply affected with the tubjects 
on which he preached, that he obtained the name of 
the weeping Prophet. He died, in the 77th year of his 


age, as he had for many years lived, exceeding happy 


in the enjoyment of a hope full of immortality. 

3. THoMas OL1veRs, who died advanced in years. 
In his younger days he was a zealous, able and uſeful _ 
Travelling Preacher; but for a conſiderable part of his 
life, he was employed by Mr. Weſley as the Corrector 
of his Preſs. His Talents were very conſiderable, and 
his attachment to Mr. Weſley and the cauſe of Metho- 


diſm was fully evidenced by ſeveral maſterly publica- 


tions. | | | 

4. BARTHOLOMEW McDonNnaLD, a young Preacher, 
of great piety and zeal. He offered himſelf as a Miſ- 
ſtonary for the converſion of the Heathen, and was ac- 
cordingly ſent to the Iſland of Antigua, where he died 
of an epidemic fever, to the great regret of all who 
knew him. His uſefulneſs for about a year among the 
poor negroes afforded pleaſing expectations, that he 


would have proved a very uſeful preacher of the Gol- 


pel ; but God in his myſterious Providence was pleaſed 

to cut off our blooming hopes, and to take his ſervant 

to himſelf in the triumph of faith. | 

5. James RiCHARDSON, who was alſo young. He 

was appointed by the laſt Conference to labour in the 

Weſt Indies. He landed on Good Friday on the Iſland

« Jamaica, preached four times, and met a claſs once, 
ind in ſeventeen days finiſhed his courſe with joy. Du- 
ring his illneſs which continued only ſeven days he ex- 
preiſed great confidence in Gop. 

G. CiraRLEs MARTIN, who died in the Bedford 
Circuit of a putrid fever. His Superintendant inform 
ed the Conference by letter, that he was a pattern of 
piety, enjoying the perfect love of God, and ftrenuous- 
ly preaching to the people what he experienced. He 
was an inſtrument in the Lord's hand of much good, 
eſpecially to Believers. He bore his affliftion with the 
greateſt patience and fortitude, preached regular, tho? 
ſhort, ſermons to thoſe who attended him from time to 
time, continued to ſpeak about the things of Gop 


while he had ſtrength, and after a deep groan or two 
fell aſleep 1 in Jeſus.

Beloved Brethren 5 


"ROM the Accounts of our Receipts and Diſburſe- 
ments, which we have now laid before you, you 
have a full view, of the diſtreſſed ſtate of our Finances. 
e are above nimztcen hundred pounds in debt, on account 


of the Deficicncies of the paſt and preſent years. 


This has, partly, ariſen from the rapid increaſe of 
the work of Gop. in order to ſupport the immenſe 
labours, which ſo great and extenfive a work requires, 


it was neceſſary to engage a large additional number of 
Preachers to thoſe who were heretofore employed in 


our part of the Lord's Vineyard. And the real neceſſity 
of the caſe was accompanicd with the loud calls of the 
People in various parts for additional Labourers: ſo that 


every Preacher, who, has received the recommendation 


of the Quarterly and Diſtrict Meetings for SOPs 
been ſtationed in a Circuit. 


T hough we are conſcious, that the Miniſters of the 


Goſpel ought to be provided with all the neceffaries of 
life, and with moderate conveniences ; yet we conſider 
_ theſe as little things in compariſon to the ſal vation of 


ſouls. And therefore, thougu we account it as a great 
evil for Circuits to be crowded with Preachers, we 
would ſuffer any inconvenience our{-}vc, rather than 
the revival of the work of Gop ſhould be impeded in 
the leaſt degree for want of Preachers, At the ſame 
time, we well know, Brethren, the Benevolence of your 
Hearts, which will not ſuffer us to want even thofe con- 
veniences of life, which are conſiſtent with temperance 


and moderation. | 


Another reaſon of the preſent embarraſſed ſtate of our 


Fi inances, is the great number of Families which we 


have to provide for. We cannot embrace the Popiſh

know, Brethren, that in this, as in other things, you are 


like-minded with us, through the bleſſing of that Gov 
who maketh Men to be of one mind. You are not un- 
acquainted with the good which has been wrought in 
our Coanexion by the 1-trumentality of the married 
Preachers, who have had their propoitionable ſhare in 


the preſent glorious revival: but each of them muſt 


have a houſe or lodging, with ſome kind of furniture, 
for themſelves and families. 


May we not, with all poſſible delicacy, add one 
reaſon more? namely, That our endeavours to accom- 
modate the Societies with the Preachers they have de- 
fired, have been in many inſtances the cauſes of long

By theſe cauſes the preſent debt has been incurred, 


notwithſtanding all we have drawn from the Book- 


room, which has been fo exhauſted, as to have hardly a 
ſuſicicacy remaining to carry on the bufineſs: and we 
muſt now look up to you, beloved Brethren, to deliver 
us from this heavy burden. We have ever found you 


ready to ſtep forth to our relief on ſuch occafions. 


None upon earth, we {incerely believe, give ſo largely 


as you, in proportion to your abilities, for the cauſe of 
religion: and, while the revival continues (and we truſt 


it will continue till the commencement of the great 
millennium) we muſt expect occaſional difficulties in 


our temporal concerns. It is, we doubt not, for our 


good. To be poor, as a Society at large, is perhaps 


neceſſary for the preſervation of the purity of our 


Miniſtry; and affords our Brethren one of the beſt 
means of evidencing their love to Gop, by delivering 


not only his Minitters, but his Work itſelf in ſome 


ſenſe, from thoſe difficulties, which HE in infinite Wiſ- 


dom ſuffers it to be brought into in the courſe of hu-
